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HE heat wave of the past week has 
i: occasioned regret among many people 
that they did not choose their vacation 
to synchronise with the sunny spell, It is 
hoped, however, that the fine weather will 
last, and the experts say that it will. 
Ireland so far has had a better summer 
than for many years past, and this happy 
experience is reflected in the increasing num- 
Hotels are fuller; boarding-houses are 
happier places these days, an dthe towns 
also are more active and attractive than 
ever. These improved conditions, which 
mean much to the permanent inhabitants 
of the towns, are said to be general 
all round the Irish coast, and, therefore, no 
one who contemplates taking a holiday from 
now until the end of July need feel, as on 
many occasions he probably las felt, that he 
will be alone at the seaside. 


COLOUR AND GAIETY, 

A friend who is interested in the tourist 
business in Ireland, and who has just returned 
to Dublin after “doing ” the Irish coast, tells 
me that at every seaside town there is much 
more colour, more eljoyment, and a better 
atmosphere generally, than, say, three years 
ago. Beaches are covered with sun-bathing 
enthusiasts. Laughter and gaiety are to be 
met with on every side. Open-air dance halls 
have been erected on the sands at some places, 
and many other entertainments may be had 
at a sum much less than one would have to 
pay at the more boosted haunts. 


THE HOLIDAY BILL, 
The railway companies are quoting rates 
which work out at, roughly, one penny per 
mile; living expenses cannot be said to be 
unreasonable, and the ‘‘ incidentals,’’ which 
amount to quite a respectable sum once out- 
side Ireland, are virtually insignificant a 
home. One does not have to pay sixpetice or 
@shilling for a seat in the sun, instead there 
is a great stretch of golden sands waiting to 
be “any gpl Treland, though she can accom- 
modate many thousand more holiday-makers, 
may be said to be at the peak of popularity, 
so far as huliday entertainment goes. She 
has not the swarming crowds noticeable in 
other places, her caterers still have some 
sense of justice concerning the charges they 
make; modern fashions have not yet gone 
the distance in Ireland where the sea-shore is 
turned into a strutting place for mannequins, 
whereas it should- be a playground for 
children and grown people. |

Few capitals offer such easy 
chance of escape from the hum of busy 
streets and the monotonous round of every- 
day labour into the beauty and freshness of 
unspoiled country roads,  breeze-blown 
mountain-sides, rivers and woodland, and an 
attractive coast along which the sea is 
pleasantly fringed by a mixture of Cliffs and

Take a glimpse at Dublin’s surroundings.

ot all the beauty of Dublin’s surround- 
ings, however, lies to the south. What of 
that magnificent stretch of seashore lying to 
the north? Howth, ta and restful, 


i geographically almost a suburb of Dublin, and 


yet undisturbed by the turmoil of city life, 
nestles beside a hill which offers one of the 
finest coast views of the British Isles. 
Skerries has a magnificent strand, so safe 
for children that it is the ideal resort for 
family parties, and hot far away, also within 
easy reach of the city, lies Portmarnock, with 
its far-famed links, for the delectation of the 
golfer. 

This has been written from the point of 
view of the Dubliner going on holiday and 
wanting a refuge easy of reach. There is, 
then, another side—that is, the viewpoint 
of the holiday-maker from further parts want- 
ing a seaside or country holiday, and yet 
attracted by the possibility of an oecasional

amusements and its host of places with 
historic and other interest. 
CONNEMARA. | 
Let it not be thought, though, that this 
article is meant. to “ boost” the attractions 
of Dublin’s vicinity to the exclusion of all 
else. lreland’s charm is equably distributed 
throughout four provinces. Connemara has 
a grandev: excelled in few places in this 
world, and Galway City, standing at its gate- 
vay, yields precedence to no spot in the 
British Isles as an all-round sporting centre. 


It is an enjoyable run by road from Galway 
| to Sligo, with its beauty spots and its great 
| archeological treasures. The tourist may be 
|'tempted when he is at Sligo to penerate 
farther north into Donegal, where there are 
wild coasts breathing the romance that 
springs from rugged loneliness. On the other 
hand, he may~be inspired by Sligo’s historic 
wonders to make the long ‘‘jump”’ across 
country to the valley of the Boyne, the 
treasure-house of Irish relics. 


THE’ LAKE DISTRICTS. 

This is not far from the border, beyond 
which lies scenery that is in no way divorced 
by quality from that on the other side of 
the bán. The three great lake districts 
of Ireland are Killarney in the far south, 
whose wonders can be dealt with only in 
song ; Sligo, at the northernmost entrance into 
Connaught; and, finally, the Erne, centring 
on the busy town of Enniskillen, which lies 


not only in Ulster, but in the political 
division of Northern Ireland. 

Even better-known as beauty centres of 
the North, perhaps, are the Glens of Antrim, 
extolled in versa, and the glorious coast road 
which runs arou id the same county, leading 
right from Belfast to that massive’ spectacle 
in stone, the Giant’s Causeway, which is 
adjacent to the two extremely attractive sea- 
side resorts of Portstewart and Portrush, 
For the golfer, Portrush is to the North 
what Portmarnock is to Dublin. 


BANGOR. 

Similarly, Bango: is to Belfast what Bray 
is to Dublin—a watering-place whose fame 
has travelled far, and which can be reached 
from the city with little difficulty or expense, 
Half an hour's journey by train from Belfast, 
it opens up to the visitor the beauties of 
County Down, and is in handy reach of 
Strangford Lough, whose shores have played 
their part in staging episodes in Ireland's 
most characteristic early history, 
|. dt is difficult when one writes of Ireland to 
jump from place to place; for, as the visitor 
so soon discovers, each place has sufficient 
charm to hold one to itself. For that same 
reason a comprehensive survey of all that 
Ireland holds is an overwhelming task—the 
story is never told. All around the coasts 
of Ireland—yes, and beyond its coasts, too;

DUBLIN WOMAN'S ACTION 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Mrs. Cathégine Curtis, 91 Heytesbury 
street, Dublin, sued the London General In- 
surance Company, Limited, Newgate street, 
London (and 29-30 Dame street, Dublin) to 
recover £128, of which £110 was money paid 
by the plaintiff in premiums; the balance of 
£18 being interest thereon to the:21st Decem- 
ber, 1932, and further interest pecruing, UP to 
the time of the hearing of the case; or alter 
natively, for a like sum for alleged: breach of 
contract, or for a like sum, because of alleged 
fraudulent misrepresentation on the part of 
the defendants, through their agent, Edward 
J. Hynes. ’ 

The action was originally before the Court 
on the 24th of last May. The plaintiff's case 
was that she was induced by the agent, Mr. 
Hynes, in 1924 to take out a policy with the 
company. on the representation that if she 
would pay £18 in premiums in one year she 
would be entitled to apply for a loan of 
£600 with which to purchase a house. 

The defence of the company was that no 
such. undertaking was given, and that the 
plaintiff would be entitled to. an. advance 
only after a considerably longer qualifying 
period. The defence of Mr. Hynes was. a 
denial of misrepresentation. 

Mr, Casey (for the plaintiff) claimed judg- 
ment against both defendants, but asked only 
for damages of £118, which, he said, repre- 
sented the actual losses of his client. 

Mr. Sainsbury (for the Insurance Com- 
pany) said that he relied upon the validity 
of the contract which the plaintiff had 
signed ; while Mr. Maloney, K.C. (for Hynes) 
traversed the claim. 

The Judge gave judgment against both 
defendants, and assessed damages at £118. 

Mr. Corbett (for Hynes) asked for a stay 
of execution to enable his client to pay. 

The Judge granted the application. : 

Mr. Sainsbury applied for a stay of a fort- 
night, with a further stay, if necessary, to 
enable his clients to lodge an appeal against 
the judgment. 

A stay for a month was granted. 

Mr. C. Casey (instructed by Mr. A. Lane 
Joynt) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. W. L. 
Sainsbury amply by Mr. W. J. Keery) 
for the Insurance Company, and Mr. 
Maloney, K.C., and Mr. Corbett (instructed 
by Mr. Keery) for Mr. E. J, Hynes, the 
second defendant.

FIANNA FAIL MEMBERS 
WALK OUT. 

During yesterday’s meeting of the 
Dublin Corporation twelve members of 
the Fianna Fail Party walked out of the 
Chamber as a protest against what they 
termed “the introduction of polities. and 
the unfair distribution of ‘representation 
on the committees.” : 

The incident arose out of the proposal 
by Mr. P. Belton, T.D., to appoint twenty 
members of the Corporation, nene of whem 
were of the Fianna Fail Party, to act.on 
the Grangegorman Mental Hospital Board. 

Senator Mrs. Clarke and Mr. O. Traynor, 
T.D., remained; and Mr. Traynor said 
that Mr. Belton’s proposal to abolish 
Fianna Fail from all representation was 
destroying the hopes he had expressed at 
the conclusion of the poll. 

Mr. Belton replied that he was not 
“playing politics.” Fianna Fail had 
challenged Cumann na nGaedhes! in ‘the 
election and had: been. defeated. Fianna 
Fail declared that, if they were elected 
in a ma&jority they would introduce 
politics; Cumann na nGaedheal wanted to 
keep politics out of the Corporation, and 
they were going to prevent Fianna Fail 
from introducing them by having a 
majority on all committees. 

“ We have the mandate of the people, 
said Mr. Belton, ‘‘and have decided to 
take a majority on all committees, and 
there is nothing wrong in that.” 

Mr. D. “ogan said that Fianna Fail 
came on to the Corporation as a political 
party, and if one of their representatives 
was in the chair the Corporation would 
discuss politics and nothing else. 

Mrs. Clarke said that for three years 
she had been Chairman of the Grange- 
gorman Mental. Hospital Bo; rd and could 
not be accused of ‘‘ playing party polit’ >s 
there.” 

Mr. Traynor and Mrs. Clarke then left 
the Chamber.

The witness went on to say that he went 
to the defendant’s office on February 23rd to 
take over the cash books @nd receive dupli- 
cates in order to check the amount of cash 
with the se mi issued. He found that 
there was a deficiency of £35 12s. 44d., and 
suspended. Cashman immediately, * Cashman 
had not been employed by the Board since, 
but he was allowed to send in his resigna- 
tion, to take efiect\from February 28th. He 
made good the deficiency later. ) 

During his investigations the witness found 
other irregularities. On March 7th there was 
a. deficiency. of £59 2s. 9d., on March 8th 
£25 7s. 10d., and on March lith £5 1s. 8d. 
On March 14th the defendant came to his 
office and, in a conversation, admitted further 
discrepancies, 

Mr. Hugh J, Hyland, manager and secre- 
tary of the Gaiety Theatre, gave evidence of 
a cheque for £22 8s. 9d. being drawn in 
favour of the Electricity Supply Board. It 
was endorsed by ‘‘J. M. Cashman.’’ The 
witness received a receipt for the amount on 
March 14th. 

Miss Freda Bonner, Oaklands Park, Balls- 
bridge, cashier in The Country Shop, 23 St. 
Stephen’s Green, said that she took a cheque 
for £11 8s. 8d., drawn in favour of the Elec- 
tricity Board, to the board's office.

A bill for the amount 
was sent from the board afterwards, but after 
a conversation with a representative of the 
board she received a receipt. 

Mr. W. T. Malcolmson, Comeragh, Bushy

favour of the Electricity Board. It was en- 
dorsed for the E.8.B. by “ J. M. Cashman.,”’ 
He could not say when he got a receipt. 

The defendant said that he-did not wish to 
make any statement at the moment.

Mr. T. J. O'Donovan, T.D., West Cork, 
speaking at a Centre Party meeting at 
Castledermot, Co. Kildare, said that the 
change of Government had deprived the 
farmers of the best markets in the world, 
markets that every other country in the 
world sought. The Centre Party stood up 
for the interests of the farmers, shop- 
keepers, and rural workers, and they 
asked for their support so that these 
people might be able to get a decent 
iving. 

Referring to the statement that 300 new 
factories had been started, he said: “I 
know one industry im my own native city 
of Cork where 100 girls are employed at 
7s. 6d. a week. I remember when 1.100 
men were employed in that factory, and 
were paid from 30s. to 50s. a week,” 

The Government told the farmers to 
grow wheat. On his own farm he had 
four or five acres of wheat, and there was 
a flour mill four miles distant, but the 
Canadian farmers could put better wheat 
into that mill cheaper than he could. 

Under the new Land Bill, he added, 
it was proposed that the land should be 
taken from the farmers and given to 
people who did not know anything about 
farming. 

Mr. P. Baxter (Cavan) said that the 
Government were stil] carrving on the dis- 
pute with Great Britain, oblivious of the 
terrible position they were creating in the 
country. The farmers were now in a 


| position that they could sell nothing at a 


profit.

HORRIFIED SPECTATORS. 


Che collision occurred virtually over the 
flying field, and the spectators were horri- 
ed when they saw the machines crash

There was a hurried rush of helpers to 
the scene, and luckily there was no out- 
break of fire. Mr. St. George, of Limerick, 
vas first to reach the Gipsy aeroplane, 
and he dragged out the pilot and pas- 
senger, but, unhappily, both men were 
cead. 

The Fox Moth, driven by Mr. Tyson, 
although badly damaged, made a landing 
on one wheel, but the pilot a®his two 
passengers escaped serious injury. 

The Civic Guards promptly took control 
of the situation, and prevented any inter- 
ference with either the bodies of the dead 
men or the aeroplanes, pending instruc- 
tions from the Coroner. 


BODIES REMOVED. ; 


The two bodies were afterwards removed 
to the Limerick City Home. where -an 
inquest will be held to-day, when a repre- 
sentative of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce will be present. 

The aerial display was continued after 
the accident, but, as can. well be 
appreciated, all enthusiasm was damped. 


SIR ALAN COBHAM’S 
REGRET. 


TAEORY OF THE 
ACCIDENT, 


When seen after the accident Sir Alan 
Cobham expressed bis deep regret at the 
occurrence. The Irish machine, he said, 
came into collision with his Fox Moth 
while both weré engaged in a straight 
flight. 

This was the first accident, he said, to 
have been associated with his displays, 
which now numbered nine hundred. 

Asked for his theory as to how the 
ccident occurred, Sir Alan said: “I do 
not know. I think it was quite ‘possible 
that the Gipsy Moth was facing the sun 
t the time, and came underneath the Fox 
Moth. The machines were travelling in 
opposite directions, and the collision was 
a head-on one.

| BRITAIN SITTING ON

THE WORLD PUZZLED. 


Sir Basil Blackett, winding up the sixth

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BRITISH DIPLOMACY

MONETARY TOPICS NOT 
RULED OUT. 


“HE “routing” of the ld bloc 
countries at the World Economic 
Conference who desired its adjournment 
was virtually completed yesterday by a 
decision, by 25 votes to 15, to continue 
consideration of all monetary questions. 

.The Conference will go on, nominally 
at any rate, in its full capacity, though a 
great deal of the work on the monetary 
side will necessarily be so restricted by 
currency uncertainty that the majority of 
decisions must be conditional. 

There is general satisfaction, however, 
that at the end of its fourth week, during 
which it has passed through the valley 
of the shadow of death, the Conference 
survives, and the threatened cleavage 
between the gold countries and other dele- 
gations has ba averted. 

It fell to the Sub-Commission of the 
Monetary Commission dealing with imme- 
diate measures for the restoration of 
financial stability to bring about this 
change of atmosphere. When the 
members met yesterday morning the 
chairman, Signor Jung (Italy), ieplained 
that the task of the Sub-Commission was 
to decide which questions it would be 
advisable to keep in abeyance for the time 
being and what part of the work of the 
Sub-Commission could go on without en- 
countering the difficulties which had been 
stated by the countries on the gold 
standard. 


HOPE OF MODIFICATION, 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that it 
was extremely difficult to isolate particular 
items on the programme, because they are 
closely connected in such a way as to make 
it almost impossible to discuss one without 
raising the others. ‘‘It may be in the 
circumstances in which you find your- 
selves that you cannot get unanimous views 
on all subjects, but I cannot help feeling 
that it would be desirable not to exclude 
them from the agenda, but to keep them 
on the agenda, and, if we cannot get 
unanimous conclusions, make such reser- 
vations as may be necessary.” 

“Although we may not all be agreed at 
this stage, that does not mean that none 
of us is capable of modifying the views we 
now hold after hearing arguments and 
Rai SAN advanced by other delega- 
Ions.'' 

M. Bonnet, the French Finance 
Minister, and the leader of the gold group, 
said that he was a little surprised to find 
that the committee was beginning a dis- 
cussion which was broached yesterday at 
the Bureau, and on which the Bureau pro- 
posed a decision. 

I am a little astonished,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘that, whereas, some little time 
ago it might have been said that there 
was a great similarity of view between the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and myself, 
it now seems that there is a certain dis- 
similarity in the attitude of the two 
delegations. 

“In view of the situation in which we 
find ourselves I think we should, for the 
time being. completely leave aside any 
further discussion of these questions. - 

“ It, seems to us that so Jong as there is 
no change of attitude on the part of the 
United States we cannot very well Jook 
forward to results. 

‘If we proceed in going on under the 
present circumstances we will play into 
the hands of undesirable speculation, and 
find ourselves even working counter to the 
success of the Conference.’’ 


ADJOURNMENT RESISTED. 


The Chairman suggested adjourning 
until to-day, but Mr. Chamberlain pressed 
for an afternoon session. 

When the meeting resumed, Senator 
Cousens (U.S.A.) said that in -his con- 
ception of the purpose for calling the 
Conference it was not necessary that all 
the nations should attack the problem in 
the same way, but rather that their efforts 
should be co-ordinated. 

The United States Government, before 
going off the gold standard, gave wide en- 
couragement to private enterprise in 
various ways, but this did not prove 
enough, because the Government had not 
created adequate purchasing power, with- 
out which there could be no prompt re- 
covery in business activity. 

‘“I do not construe the agenda as giving 
definite instructions to the Conference, 
and I see no reason for failing to con- 
tinue to endeavour to achieve the primary 
purpose for which the Conference was 
called, even though we may differ as to 
the way each country will attack the 
problem.” 

The Swiss delegate said that the Con- 
ference was deviating towards a _philo- 
sophical discussion of currency, whereas 
what was wanted was a concrete proposal. 
The simple fact of discussion did not re- 
store confidence. 

Sir Henry Strakosch (India) said that 
he was taken aback by the contentions of 
some delegates that the discussion of 
monetary questions should be barred. To 
bar them from the Conference would be 
completely in conflict with the Bureau re- 
solution. Monetary questions should not 
be excluded from the discussions if the 
Conference were to proceed. 

They did not wish to aggravate the task 
of the gold standard countries, and neither 
did the gold standard countries desire to 
aggravate them. Why, then, should they 
not meet together and see what could be 
done ? i 

The Chairman summed up the debate 
by saving: ‘‘ Whatever the opinion of each 
delegate may be, I have found in all their 
speeches a strong desire that the Con- 
ference should be a success.” 

The vote was then taken, and it was at- 
once obvious that the British suggestion 
to carry on the work of the Monetary 
Commission on all points in the agenda 
would be adopted.

IA tart two thousand Dublin workers, 
it is stated, are now involved in the 
seamen’s dispute, following an extension 
of the strike of dockers in sympathy with 
the seamen at the North Wall yesterday.

In 
the course of his oration he flouted his 
political enemies, and exhorted his 
followers to abstain entirely from voting 
in elections.

ITH the amount of public business 
before the Dail and the com- 
paratively slow progress that is being 
made, deputies are inning to wonder 
when it will be possible to rise for the 
holidays.

Among the estimates which are likely 
to provide lively and prolonged criticism 
are those relating to the Governor-General’s 
establishment and the President’s Depart- 
ment. 

With the amount of business already on 
the Order Paper and other items which 
have been promised, but not yet intro- 
duced, it seems quite impossible for the 
Dail to be able to rise before the early 
days of August. ‘ 

The ‘case of the Senate is still worse. 
It is estimated that, at the earliest, the 
Land Bill will not reach the Senate before 
the end of July, and, in order to give 
reasonable time for each stage, the House 
would have to remain in session for 
at least three weeks afterwards. It was 
this fact that, no doubt, gave rise to a 
cumour yesterday that the Senate would 
propery take the second stage of the Land 

ill, and then postpone it to the autumn.

FIANNA FAIL AND THE 
LAND BILL. 


A special party meeting of the Fianna 
Fail deputies was held at Leinster House 
yesterday to consider the new Land Bill. 
It appears that among members of the 
party there are two very definite views re 
garding the implications of the new 
measure. One section holds that in certain 
respects the powers taken by the Govern- 
ment for the acquisition and distribution 
of land are not sufficiently drastic. 
Another section, which includes most ot 
the large landholders of the party, is 
thoroughly alarmed at the possibilities 
outlined for the reduction of large hold- 
ings. It is understood that both these 
sections expressed their views very 
definitely at yesterday 's meeting. 

About forty or fifty members of the 
party were present at the meeting, and 
President de Valera and several oí the 
Ministers, including Mr. Derrig, Mr. 
Aiken, Dr. Ryan and Mr. Ruttledge, re- 
mained during the four and a-half hours 
that it was in session. 

The Ministers subsequently attended a 
meeting of the Executive Council at 
Government Buildings. 


SHANNON ELECTRICITY 
BILL. 


The bill introduced in the Dail yester- 
day to amend the Shannon Electricity 
Act, 1925, in respect of Sections 4 and 5, 
is intended, it is understood, to enable the 
Minister to compensate owners of land 
that may have ‘been flooded because of 
operations in connection with the Shannon 
Electricity Scheme. Sections 4 and 5 
of the original Act dealt with the powers 
of the Minister to agquire land and pay 
compensation ; but it appears that an ex- 
tension of those powers has been found 
necessary. 


NEW SAVINGS 
CERTIFICATES 


AT A LOWER RATE OF 
INTEREST. 


A new issue of Free State Savings Certifi- 
cates was announced by the Minister for 
Finance in the Dail yesterday. 

As the House, doubtless, was aware, said 
Mr. MacEntee, the sales of Savings Certifi- 
cates of the second issue were suspended on 
and from the 22nd May, 1933. The main 
reasons for the withdzawal of those certificates 
were the fact that the rate of compound 
interest—viz., £4 2s. 9d. per cent. over the 
full term of ten years—was considered exces- 
sive, having regard to existing conditions in 
the money market, and the remarkable in- 
crease in the sales which manifested itself in 
the last months of 1952 and the opening 
months of 1933. i 

They had now decided te put on sale, as 
from 'tó-day, a third issue of certificates. The 
purchase price would be similar to that of 
the second issue—viz., 16s per unit certifi- 
cate. The term of life, however, would be 
twelve yeats, instead of ten as previously, 
and the yield of compound interest, if a 
certificate were held for the full term of 
twelve years, would be £3 1s. 5d. per cent. 
per annum. In the present monetary con- 
ditions that interest rate was reasonable and 
adequate. A similar rate was allowed on the 
current issue of British Savings Certificates. 

They had decided, further, that the 
maximum holding in the third issue would be 
350 unit certificates, instead of 500 as in the 
case of the first and second issues. Persons 
who already held more than 350 certificates 
of the earlier issues, however, might retain 
them until they reached maturity; but they 
would not be permitted to purchase certifi- 
cates of the third issue unless by repayments 
their present holdings were reduced below 350

by small instalments of sixpence a week and 
upwards, they had agreed that s of 
i cards which were ón!

AND. RELIEF. 
DAIL DEPUTIES' 
ELOOUENCE. 


END OF A WEEK OF 
SPEECH-MAKING,

Vo that have long been silent 
awake to eloquence when the Dail 
discusses, as it did yesterday, an estimate 
for the relief of unemployment by means 
ot public works. They are the voices of 
deputies pleading that their constituencies 
shall not be overlooked—or, as Mr. Hugo 
Flinn more brutally expressed it, speaking 
for the local newspapers. 

Let it not be thought, though, that Mr. 
Flinn, who is the Parliamentary Secretary 
charged with the onerous task of meeting 
the unemployment problem, is in the habit 
of saying harsh things during such 
debates. The voice of Mr. Flinn, which 
perforce is now heard less than it used to 
be, speaks in a different key from the days 
when it was his delight to hurl denuncia- 
tion and scorn across the floor of the 
House. 

Yesterday he pleaded for the co- 
operation of all members of the Dail, in 
the form of suggestions as to how the 
situation might be met. It is easier, how- 
ever, to make criticisms than helpful sug- 
gestions on such a subject; and the 
response to his appeal consisted mainly of 
a procession of deputies rising to urge that 
the best way to deal with the situation was 
to devote more attention to relieving the 
particular class of area which each of the 
spokesmen happened to represent. 


CORK OVERLOOKED. 


Mr. Eamonn O'Neill, for instance, was 
responsible for what the House as a whole 
regarded as a new variant of the Cork 
joke. Deputies chuckled when Mr. O'Neill 
urged that Cork was being overlooked in 
the allocation of assistance, and then 
burst into roars of delighted laughter when 
he solemnly suggested that the reason was, 
that the Parliamentary Secretary was him- 
self a Corkman, and, therefore, averse 
to favouring his own area. 

Mr. McMenamin, on the other hand, 
as a representative of Donegal, felt, that 
the true solution of the whole problem 
was a return to cottage industries, and, 
for all he cared, the complete wiping-out 
of mechanism. 

This “ peat and porridge mentality '' 
was furiously assailed by Mr. Norton in 
a highly doctrinaire speech, which was, in 
fact, an economic treatise. 

“ He wants us to go back to breaking 
stones by hand, scratching flints to light 
our pipes with; and, instead of farmers 
going to the towns in motor cars, he would 
have a sort of national procession of 
farmers on donkeys. He wants that sort 
of thing,” exclaimed the leader of the 
Labour Party, in aggrieved tones. 

It may have been satisfaction at having 
secured Mr. McMenamin’s scalp that 
caused Mr. Norton to be so lenient in his 
treatment of Mr. Flinn. In previous 
debates on unemployment relief the 
Parliamentary Secretary has experienced 
the full. force of the Labour leader’s 
oratorical broadsides, but yesterday it 
was more in sorrow than in anger that 
Mr. Norton referred to the wages of 21s. 
and 24s. a week, which are now the 
pittance of men employed on this class of 
work. 


A GRATEFUL SECRETARY. 


Whatever may be the value of the 
relief which he has provided for the 
unemployed, there can be no doubt of the 
relief experienced by Mr. Flinn, who had 
come to the front bench equipped with 
supplies of water to off-set the effect of the 
fiery onslaught which he undoubtedly 
anticipated. 

So grateful was Mr. Flinn, not to Mr. 
Norton alone, but to the House in general, 
for the pacific tone of the debate, that he 
extended his thanks before the vote was 
finally agreed to. Certainly the atmo- 
sphere of this discussion was in contrast 
to that on the Dail Eireann Loans Bill, 
the Committee stage of which was con- 
cluded during the same sitting. 

The day’s work also included the intro- 
duction of a couple of fresh bills, to join 
the already swollen mass of legislation 
which has to be grappled with before the 
House adjourns for its summer recess, 
and the announcement by the Minister for 
Finance of a new issue of Free State 
‘Savings. Certificates to-day. Such was the 
end of an exhausting week.

Yet, at least, it should be impossible to 
withhold our thanks for such lives as those 
of John Keble and Charles Marriott, 
Neale and Church, Liddon, Bishop King, 
Dean Butler, Mackonochie, Congreve, 
Frank Weston, Robert Dolling, Arthur 
Stanton, Harriet Monsell, Charlotte Yonge 
and unnumbered others who are of the 
high company of the saints, Most of us, 
too, have known some such folk whose 
names have no places in history—obscure 
parish priests, keen laymen, devout 
women, whose Ang]jo-Catholic zeal meant 


their serene faith, their amazing unselfish- 
ness. : 

It is well to honour the centenary of a 
movement which, apart from any dther 
gains, has enriched the world by lives. like 
theirs, and to join in giving God thanks 
for their work, their memory, their good 
example.

NE: of the fiercest electrical storms 

experienced for several years passed 

over Ireland in the early hours of yester- 
day morning. 

The folhowiie are reported to have been 
killed during the storm :— . 

Mary eas 27 years, of Cahir, Holly- 
mount, Co. Mayo, was struck by 
lightning in her home and was killed 
instantly. 

Patrick Melia, 75 years, a farmer of Ross- 
cahill, Oughterard, Co. Galway, was 
killed in bed by lightning. i 

Several other people had marvellous 
escapes from death. Considerable damage 
was done to houses, roads, crops and lands 
all over the country, and several cattle 
were killed. 

At Hollymount Co. Mayo, Mary Hynes 
was kneeling at prayer with other members 
of her family at 12.15 a.m. on Friday 
when a flash of lightning struck the door. 
She was thrown from the chair at which 
she was kneeling. . 

Her brother rushed to her side 
spoke to her, but she was dead. 

Mr. G. Maguire, solicitor, Claremorris, 
held an inqnest yesterday, at which Dr. 
T. Flannery, Hollymount, deposed that 
death was due to shock and injuries as 
of having been struck by

FARMER'S DEATH. 


Patrick Melia occupied a wooden bed 
close to a chimney in an apartment of his 
three-roomed thatched cottage. 

At the height of the storm the chimney 
was struck by lightning, and the unfortu- 
nate man was killed instantly. ig; 

His son, Thomas Melia, who slept in 4 
room at the other end of the cottage, 
received minor injuries. 

In Belfast the chimney of a house in 
Wesley street was struck by lightning, 
but none of the occupants of the house 
was injured, At Ballyvarley, two miles 
from Banbridge, the slates and portion of 
the chimney stack of a cottage were carried 
a distance of twenty yards. The family 
was sitting in the kitchen, and, although 
the ceiling was ripped off, no one was 
injured. 

When the house of Mrs. Herbert 
McCandless, 6 Wesley street, Derry, was 
struck by lightning, she and her family 
were in the kitchen. Suddenly there was 
a tremendous noise as the lightning struck 
the chimney. An uncle of Mrs. McCand- 
less was asleep in the room immediately 
underneath, and he also received a severe 
shock. No one, however, was injured. 

At Stewartstown the railway signal box 
and telephone wires were struck by 
lightning, and a passenger train and a 
goods train were delayed for fifteen 
minutes while the signalman proceeded to 
Coalisland for a new coil. : 

A pony and two cows were killed in a 
field at Rathfriland, Co. Down. 

Between Midleton and Castlemartyr, 
Co. Cork, two children named Barry, 
residing at. Loughderra, were engaged in 
driving cattle, when the ground behind 
them was torn up. “hey had a wonderful 
escape. Six young pigs the property of 
Daniel Smithwick, of Whiterock, were 


killed. 
CATTLE KILLED. 


Cattle were killed in several areas 
around Tipperary. A road leading to a 
farmer’s house near Tipperary town was 
torn up by lightning, and at Coolacussane, 
near Dundrum, severa] large trees were 
split open. 

At Edgeworthstown three cattle, five 
sheep and two horses were killed by the 
lightning. 7 

At Rathreedane, Bonniconlon, County 
Mayo, when a man named Michael 
Gillard and his son and daughter were 
returning from the bog, they were dashed 
to the ground by lightning and rendered 
unconscious. The man and his son re- 
covered after some time, but the girl, 
Annie Gillard, 16 years, remained. un- 
conscious for about three hours. 

The gable of the house of a man named 
Durcan,. Corimbla, Ballina, was split and 
levelled to the ground. A number of 
people who had taken refuge in the house 
were uninjured. A horse was killed in the 
vicinity of Crossmolina, and two cattle 
were killed at Knockmore. Slates of 
a cottage occupied by a man named 
Scanlon were torn from their setting, and 
the gable of the house was cracked. 


CINEMAS IN DARKNESS. 


The two Ballina cinemas, the power 
coming from the Shannon Scheme, were 
left in darkness, and the people had to 
leave in the height of the storm. The 
public lights also failed and Ballina was 
plunged into darkness, 

All shops and private houses in the 
various towns in North Mayo were 
similarly left without light. | 

A cart of wool being brought to Ballina 
was set on fire by a flash of lightning, and 
a cock of hay was destroyed at Enniscrone. 

An all-night search for the body of 
James Sharkey, the Dundalk boy, who 
was drowned at Castletown, was inter- 
rupted by the storm. For an hour while 
the storm lasted dragging operations had 
to be suspended, but they were again re- 
sumed, an. Civic Guards and civilians 
eventually found the body at 7 v’cloc« yes- 
terday morning. 

Other places in the area of which damage 
was done are:—Athlone, Strabane (Co. 
Tyrone), Killeshandra (Co, Cavan), 
Enniskillen and Clonmel. 


IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


A ten-year-old schoolboy, Jack Lang- 
ham, whose parents live at Poplar road, 
Skellow, a village about five miles from 
Doncaster, was struck by lightning. and 
killed. He had just left school and was 
crossing a field on his way home at the 
time. | 

Trains were held up at Salford ‘and 
other centres; a. power station in Man- 
chester was struck by lightning, and the 
tramear service at Blackpool was sus- 
pended for an hour.

Mr. SEAMUS ROBINSON, on the report | 


stage of the National Health Insurance Bill, 
1933, moved an amendment dealing with the 


question of remuneration for officials whose | 


services will be dispensed with as a result of 
the unification of the National Health insur- 
ance societies. The amendment sought to 
provide that compensation should be paid on 
the basis of average remuneration over the 
five-year period ending June 30, 1932, rather 
than on the remuneration earned during .the 
year ended 30th June, 1982. 

Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY, the Minister for Local 
Government, said that some societies, know- 
ing that unification was approaching, did not 
act fairly. They gave increases which other 
wise they would not have given. One 
flagrant example since the introduction of the 
bill was that of a society which summoned a 
special meeting, and authorised increases of 
£100 each to their secretary and two clerks, 
and increased fees paid to agents by fifty 
per cent., having in mind when doing so that 
question of increased compensation for those 
officials. Compensation would have to be 
paid out of the administration fund of the 
new society. 

Mr. M. STAINES said that he admitted 
that some societies might have increased 
salaries sometimes unduly during the last 
year, but they were a very small proportion, 
In some cases it might have been that the in- 
creases were long overdue. The Government 
should be strong enough to deal with the few 
guilty societies and bring them to justice. 


ABNORMAL INCREASES. 


Mr. T. FARREN said that some of the 
societies had taken advantage of the know- 
ledge that unification was pending to increase 
salaries abnormally in order that officials 
might get better compensation. Casual 
labourers and servant girls would be paying 
for the compensation—people who could not 
afford to have their contributions splashed 
about in compensation. 

Mr. J. T. O’F ARRELL said that it was a very 
serious thing to deprive a man of his livelli- 
hood. He suggested, however, that merely 
as a matter of expediency that it would not 
be wise to press the amendment, 

Mr, JOHNSON said that he thought: on 
the grounds of expediency and hard bargain- 
ing they should accept the amendment. 

Mr. STAINES said that he was prepared 
to withdraw his objection to the amendment 
on the grounds of expediency, but he con- 
sidered it was not just to make 100 per cent.

THE “CUTS” BILL, 


When the debate on the second stage of 
the Public Services (‘Temporary Economies) 
Bill, ‘1933, was resumed, 

Mr. JOHNSON said that on the previous 
day Senator Crosbie had expressed the hope 
that they would get back to the agricultural 
conditions of 1931, but articles that had been 
compiled. from official statistics showed that 
conditions were not by any means so good 
that year as» in 1926: He could not under- 
stand the motives behind the bill. If the 
aim was to obtain this year £270,000 and 
there was no other way of. obtaining it except 
by eutting down the social services or by 
additional taxation, why was a new form of 
super-tax of a graded character to be made 
to apply only to one small section of the 
salaried officials of the country? The general 
effect of the ‘‘ cuts ” would not be good. 
The price to be paid for £272,000 was too

Miss K. BROWNE said that, they had to 
consider the actual state of things in the 
country. The depression was not a natural 
one. It had been caused by the deliberate 
action of the Government, so far as the agri- 
cultural population was concerned.
